If the natural owner does so unsatisiacgorily with i 
physical body, how much more so mist any other effort 
to use it prove. ‘this is exactly the point of view we shou 
hold when considering the results of spirit; intercours 
Properly regarded, the question is not “Why do they. d 
so poorly ? ” but “How do they do so well? ” 

We know that one of the processes adopted in t 
production of physical phenomena, such as levitations ap 
materialisations, is the manufacture of ectoplasm. Th 
mysterious substance, made of the living tissue of tl 
medium’s body, is apparently the result of a process whit 
breaks these tissues down to a primordial form: sufficient 
pliable to cnable then to be rebuilt into various substance 
corresponding to the normal human or: ganism, ‘True, bon 
hair, epidermis, finger-nails, human-like eyes, have bee 
observed by high scientific authorities to be thus made i 
their presence. Can this be an easy task ? 

Ts it to be expected that such a profound disturbance 
of a human body, like that which ccurs in eomectio 
with the medium, is a simple and easy process? Part ¢ 
the answer is to be found in the great length of time uguall 
necessary to develop a capable medium of this orgor 
part, in the incredulity which people feel when it is eve 
suggested that such a remarkable thing can occur. Commo 
sense, however, should make the difficulties involved it 
such an undertaking apparent without the necessity of a 
elaborate explanation. Unfortunately it does not seen 
to do so, with the result that even people acquainted will 
these possibilitics allow little or no room for failure i 
psychic phenomena. 

The situation presented by mental forms of medium 
ship is perhaps not less acute. A spirit, unable to com 
municate with ‘the ‘earth through physical mediumship 
may attempt to do so by means of the mental. Here th 
co-operation and the use of a human mind has to be 
recruited. When this difficulty is over-ridden other 
equally severe present themselves. J*or example, a humar 
consciousness in not like a blackboard on which can bé 
written’ clearly and legibly what is desired. On the con: 
trary, it is a somewhat vague, elusive something, with 
thoughts, passions and emotions of its own; and what i 
probably more important, habits of thought and feeling 
strongly formed. ‘hese factors are bound to assert them: 
selves every time the consciousness is active, whethet 
under the influence of itself or of another entity.

To ensure even fair success the medium’ s mind must 
be madé as blank, or as passive, as possible. This can be 
attained best by passing the psychic into an unconscious
